1 . This Office action is in response to the Board Decision of November 25, 2003. 

Rejoinder of Non-Elected Claims 

2. Due to the allowability of claim 1 , the restriction requirement (see paper no. 6) 
has been withdrawn and non-elected claims 10-15 and 17-22 have been rejoined. 

Drawings 

3. The drawings are objected to under 37 CFR 1 .83(a). The drawings must show 
every feature of the invention specified in the claims. Therefore, the "deformable 
gripping material" as set forth in claims 12 and 18 must be shown or the feature(s) 
canceled from the claim(s). No new matter should be entered. 

If a drawing change is necessary, a proposed drawing correction or corrected 
drawings are required in reply to the Office action to avoid abandonment of the 
application. The objection to the drawings will not be held in abeyance. 

Abstract 

4. Applicant is reminded of the proper language and format for an abstract of the 
disclosure. 

The abstract should be in narrative form and generally limited to a single 
paragraph on a separate sheet within the range of 50 to 150 words. It is important that 
the abstract not exceed 150 words in length since the space provided for the abstract 
on the computer tape used by the printer is limited. The form and legal phraseology 
often used in patent claims, such as "means" and "said," should be avoided. The

On page 2, lines 7-8, the sentence "A hacksaw frame assembly ... a maximum 
height portion" (as amended) is awkwardly worded and unclear as to what is being 
described. 

On page 3, lines 9-12, the sentence, particularly the portion in lines 10-1 1 is 
awkwardly worded and unclear as to what is being described; in line 33, "an frame" is 
improper. 

On page 7, line 2, a word (e.g., rod) is missing before "58". 
On page 8, line 15, a word (e.g., the) is missing before "inner". 
The specification should be reviewed for any additional informalities. 
Appropriate correction is required. 
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Claim Objections 

7. Claim 16 is objected to because of the following informalities: 
In line 1, -low profile- is missing before "hacksaw". 
Appropriate correction is required. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

8. Claims 1 and 3-23 are allowable over the prior art of record as determined by the 
Board of Appeals (see paper no. 37). 

Conclusion 

9. This application is in condition for allowance except for the formal matters 
described above. Prosecution on the merits is closed in accordance with the practice 
under Ex parte Quayle, 1935 CD.
